2, But every man, who can possibly do so, even 
ata great sacrifice, ought to give his children larger 
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advantages than can be had in the ordinary . 
hood schools. There are many good ee aves 
Colleges in our state; and the ping om 
course can hardly be over estimated. In our own 
sociation we recommend for boys, the Blue M’t’n, Male 
Academy under the management of Bro. W H M 
Durham; for girls Blue M’t'n. Female College un- 
der the direction of Brethren Lowrey & Berry. Up- 
on young men who are able to take a College course 
we urge the claims of our own Baptist College at Clin- 
ton, which has superior advantages and which is doing 
a great work for our country and for Christ.

We'bave four chapels and one substantial beautiful 
church where one ordaiaed native preacher: and 
three evangelists preach regularly the glad tidings of 
salvation. There are five schools with 284 pupils. 
There have been 171 buried with Christ in baptie , 
32 of whom have entered into rest.

There 
are now 21 churches and mission stations, and Broth- 
er Powell thinks ten more churches ought to be or- 
ganized atonce. Brethren, God is blessing the 
‘work, and it is a blessed privilege to be allowed 
to contribute toit. The aboye figures by no means 
represent the whole result, for schools are being es- 
tablished, Bibles and tracts are being distributed, and 
broad foundations are being laid for future success. 


Last year the Baptists of the south contributed 


to this work about 87,000 dollars. Of this amount 
Miss. gave something over $4,000 and Tippah Asso- 
ciation gave $95.55.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


Dear bretiren:—At the last meeting of the Asso- 
tion your board was instructed to undertake the su- 
pervision of the entire Associational work. Hitherto 
we had devoted our attention especially to the work 
within the hounds of this body. This new Tange- 
ment, we consider eminently proper, though it has 
increased the duties and responsibilities -f the Board. 
It is similar to the plan of the Baptist State Conven- 
tion. We entered upon the ‘daties cheerfully and 

and have endeavured todo, as hest we could, 
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the work you have entrusted toour bands. We now 
render to you an account of our labors, 

In the first place we desire to’ acknowledge with 
humble gratitade the hand uf our God in leading and 
aiding us in this great work. There is opposition to 
plans and opposition to work which divine influences 
alone can remove. Surely the Lord hath labored with 
us, [wo years ago we had secured contributions and 

ledges from almost every .chorch in the Association. . 

e earnestly requested that all would make their 
pledges ANNUAL PLEDGES, that they would contribate 
as much for this year as they had pledged for the pre-- 
vious. Many responded, some even doubling their 
contributions; others contributed who had hitherto 
done nothing; while some, alas! seemed to haye for- 
gotten their pledges and to have turned adeaf ear to 
the appeals of the Board. These pledges we still] 
hold. There is, however, some encouragement. Con- 
tributions are becoming mure general. The spirit of 
missions is taking deeper hold of the hearts of the 
people. But there is stil! need of pastors pushing 
this work in the churches. 

Soon after the meeting of the last Association your 
Board held a meeting and unanimously re-elacted Eld. 
H. L. Finley as missionary. He was inclined to give 
up the arduous work, but at the earnest solicitation 
of the Board, he accepted it at a salary of $50.00 per 
month, for as much of his sime as he could serve. At 
the request of Unity church which seemed to be pas- 
torless, and as our collections were short, we released 
brother Finley from the Board for whatever time 
might be required in supplying thatchurch. He also

‘Then your committea would .urge the impor- 
tance of the Sunday Scbool, as a means of educating 
and trainitg christian workers, as we}) «s an instru. 
ment in bringing sivners toa saving knowledge of the 
truth. Then who should engage in this work? We 
answer, thy whole church. hy should the young 
christian enter the Sunday school? That he may be- 
come what s required of him as aservant of God; end 
by being familiar with the precious promises to the 
faithful servant, he may ‘be encouraged to discharge 
his auty. Why skould the older christian engage in 
this work? That he may assist in teaching the young- 
er, if qualified todo so, andif not, that he may be 
taught. Why bring the unconverted into the Sunday 
School? Tuatthey may be taught in the holy serip- 
tures. which are able to “make wise unto salvation.” 
Judging from the letters sent by the churches to this 
body, we find bat f-w of these churehes are engaged 
in the Sunday Schoo! work. We think it possible 
that som« ofthe churches are really engaged in the 
work, which have failed to report. We trast this is 
so, and that in the fature the churches will be carefal 
to report on this subject in their annual letters to 
this body.

odérator shall take the question by yeas and nays; 
andif a call for a division, it shall be decided by 
the members rising. 

Art. 6, Any member desiring to speak shall rixe and 
address the Moderator: Only one member shall Le 
allowed to speak at the same time, who shall not be 
interrupted while speaking unless he depart from the 
subject or make personal reflection. 

Att. 7. No person shall speak more than once upou 
any subject until all who wish to speak have bal an 
opportunity, nor more than twice upon any subject 
without permission. 

Art. 8. Every subject iotrodaced for discussin 
shall be decided vefore another shal! be offered, up- 
less it be laid over by motion with consent of the 
mover and Association. 

Art. 9. This Association sh-ll in all cases be govern- 
ed by a majority of the members present excepting 
in the reception of churches; then a unanimous vote 
will be required. But in ao case shall one member 
or church prevent the reception of a church without 
sufficient cause shown, which shall be determined by 
a majority. 

Art. 10 The names of the members shall be called 
whenever the Association shall direct and the absen- 
tees be marked.
